The closest publication (2) shows a spraying nozzle for windshield wipers with 
which, as in the application, a continuous water passage 15 connecting to the 
water line is provided in the housing 14 or in a nozzle body 17 connected thereto, 
from which water passage 15 a connecting passage 19 continues that leads to a 
spraying passage 19— approximately parallel to the water passage 15— having a 
nozzle opening 20, wherein the water passage 15 is closed on its exposed end 
by means of the nozzle body 17. This information directs the attention of one 
skilled in the art to the circumstance of using locking closures for nozzle part and 
water connection on rigid body surfaces or moved wiper arms. The primary claim 
is therefore not allowable due to lack of attaining the level of invention of its 
subject. 

Subclaims 2, 3, 7 and 10 through 12 are also rendered obvious by the prior art. 

Claims 4 through 6, 8, 9, and 13 through 22 are new and represent 
advantageous embodiments, for one skilled in the art, a result of his object- 
specific activity.
